is believed, will have all of the 15 dele- 
gates from Alabama.

Smith Picks Up 44 More. 

Al Smith also picked up a total of 
- 44 delegates in New Jersey, Vermont 
and Montana and is credited with an 
aggregate of more than a majority 
of the 1,100 votes in the Democratic 
national convention. The two-thirds 
majority necessary to a nomination is 
733%. 

Only once in the history of the 
party has a candidate with a simple 
majority, which Smith now has, failed 
to achieve the two-thirds anajority and 
the nomination. At Baltimore, in 
1912, Champ Clark got a simple 
“majority early in the balloting but the 
nomination eventually went to Wood- 
row Wilson. 

Hoover Total Nears 400. 


According to the most conservative 
estimate, Hoover now has close to 400 
delegates to the Kansas City conven- 
tion and Lowden upward of 250. In 
th- doubtful column are close to 300 
delegates. Nearly 100 of those in the 
doubtful. class are listed as friendly 
to Hoover or for Hoover as second 
choice. Many of them have declared 
themselves for the drafting of Presi- 
dent Coolidge and stated that if the 
President should resist the draft they 
would cast their votes for Hoover. 

With such reserves, Hoover, it 
seems probable, will command up- 
wards of 500 votes in the early bal- 
Joting, particularly if it should appear 
by that time that there is no chance 
of inducing the President to accept.

Coolidge Still an Enigma. 

There is just as much speculation 
in Washington as ever on the question 
of whether Mr. Coolidge would or 
would not accept renomination. The 
President, so far, has ignored the ut- 
terance of Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon in Philadelphia last Saturday 
to the effect that Mr: Coolidge might, 
after. all, dent to take the nom- 

ination. 
To some this atience means consent 


to the Mellon interpretation of the 


Coolidge attitude. The majority of

ſheve that the President will not allow

He said he was 
going to Kansas City for Hoover as 
were all the other Philadelphia dele- 
gates and he hoped the Pennsylvania 
delegation would lose no time in com- 
mitting itself to the commerce secre- 
tary. Gov. Fisher was also for Hoover 
Finally Boss Vare warmed up to the 
point of announcing: that he cared not 
what Mellon and others might do but 
he, Bill Vare, was going to declare 
formally for Hoover immediately fol- 
lowing the meeting of the delegation 
on the next day. 

Whereupon Secretary Mellon took 
counsel with Senator Davjd Reed and 
others on this dilemma. Were they 
to remain silent on Hoover and let 
Boss Vare grab the spotlight as the 

1 Hoover leader in Pennsylvania; 
not to mention grabbing the patronage 
if Hoover should be nominated and 
‘elected, or would they beat Vare to it, 
give Hoover a nice boost and let Vare 
trail along later with, his indorse- 
ments? 

They decided on the latter course. 
Mellon had his little speech all writ- 
ten, in which Hoover was not men- 
tioned. He now inserted the com- 
mendation of Hoover and gave the 
copy to the press. After the meeting 
Vare issued his statement declaring 
for Hoover. 


Doubt Mellon’s Information. 

Vare also demanded and was ac- 
corded the naming of the Republican 
national committeeman for Pennsyl- 
Vania. He named Gen. W. W. Atter- 
bury, president of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, who it happens is opposed to 
Hoover. 

That Mellon would like to see the 
President drafted is well known. It 
is doubted, however, that he is any 


better informed than any one else as 


to the possibility of Mr. Coolidge ac- 
cepting. To say that the President 
might consent to the use of his name 
Was a convenient way for Mellon to 
explain why, though commending 
Hoover as the best candidate, he still 
insisted on the 3 remaining 
uncommitted.

San Francisco, Cal., May ss 
eial.I— This is the story of the last 
flight on the air mail and passenger 


liner which leaves Chicago every eve- 
ning at 7:50 o’clock and is scheduled 
to land at Oakland, Cal., at 4:30 the 
next afternoon, 21 hours of flying. 
As described in a previous dispatch, 


the plane on this day was delayed 


overnight at Reno because it could not 


cross the Sierra Nevada mountains 


im the dark. This flight, therefore, 
was unusual, for it began at 4:15 a. m. 
in Reno, Nev. 

The flush of the dawn was at the 
eastern horizon as the two passengers 
for this trip arrived at the hangar. 
The big Boenig air transport plane 
was warming up, and the pilot, C. K. 
Vance, was putting on his flying togs 
in the office. 

Away with the Dawn. 


De mall was stacked away, the 
passengers were tucked into the little 
cabin, and the plane was away just 
as the field became distinct. It was a 
quiet morning. Vance put in full 
power and climbed steadily toward the 
Tamparts that blocked the way to the 
coast. At altitude of 9,000 he set sail 
steadily for the southwest. The snow 
on the range was now drawing near. 
The plane headed up the Truckee 
river for a few miles, but soon dis- 
claimed the railroad path and went 
over a snow pass, coming out in a 
few minutes over the valley where 
Donner lake is hidden in the pine for- 
e The pioneers who perished there 
never dreamed of this ddy when a 
great white bird machine, carrying 
1,800 pounds in baggage and passen- 
gers, could fly over this spot. The 
writer had spent weeks in toiling over 
trails and passes on foot, which now 
came in sight and were gone. 

Ride Through Ocean of Fog. 

The other passenger was taking a 
nap. In half an hour the range had 
been crossed. Instead of the great 
central valley spreading out in all its | 
bloom and sunshine there was nothing 
in sight but a sea of white fog. 
Ahead, to right and left, as far as one 
could see, the limitless ghostlike 
waves of this sea, round the face of 
the world. The sun came into the 
cabin window and touched the edges 
of the fog waves with rose and violet. 
Looking backward, one could see the 
beach, the crests of the mountains. 
It was a beach of rocks and snow and 


the tops of tall firs and pines, a mo- 


tionless beach. 

Pilot Vance had installed an electric 
telephone in his plane for communi- 
cation with his passengers. He sits 
in a cockpit behind. Put a receiver 
to your ear, press a button, and two 
lights will appear if he is not too busy 
with his controls to talk. 

But no one talked with him now. 
The white ocean was too fascinating. 
Pilot Vance drove straight on and on.
